2. (original) The method of claim 1 forther comprising backing up at least a portion of the pre- 
existing software on the programmable device, and based upon the testing, restoring the backed 
portion of the software on the programmable device. 

3. (original) The method of claim 2 wherein the backing up occurs on the programmable device. 

4. (origmal) The method of claim 2 wheran the backing up occurs at the server. 

5. (oriffnal) The method of daim 1 wherein the communications is over the Internet. 

6. (currently amended) The method of claim * 2 further compristog the server dgnaling the 
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prograimnable device to shut down and restart ready to receive instructions from the local 
automatic upgrade process prior to the backing up action. 

7. (original) The method of claim 6 wherein there is a user definable delay between the signaling 
and the shutting down. 

8. (previously ^^td) The method of claim 2 further comprising: sending a signal to a user- 
based upon an outcome of the testing. 

9 . (cuiremly amended) A system for updating software on a programmable device comprising: 

a server, and 

a programmable device able to be in two way communication with the server; 
the server comprising computer software comprising instructions to cause the server to

update process ; 

ri pwal the programmable devi ce to restart: 

update software on the programmable device in accordance with ^ mi update 

process; agd 

test the operation of at least a portion of the updated software on the 
programmable device. 

10. (original) The system of claim 9 wherein the computer software finther comprises instructions 



to 
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back up at least a portion of the software on the progrtumnable device; 

based upon the testing, r^torc at least a portion of the backed up software onto the 
programmable device. 

11. (original) The system of claim 10 wherein the back up occurs at the server. 

12. (original) The system of claim 9 wherein the communication is over the Internet. 

13. (cuirently amended) The system of claim 9 10 wherein the computer software further 
comprises instructions to cause the server to signal the programmable device to shut down and 
restart ready to receive instructions from the local automatic upgrade process prior to the back 
up. 

1 4. (currently amended) The system of claim 9 13 wherein a user definable delay between the 
signalii^ and the shutting down is provided. 

15. (currently amended) A computer program product, tangfcly stored on a computer-readable 
medimn, for updating software on a programmable device, comprising instructions operable to 
cause a programmable processor to;

r..;fmfniiTiication eommunicot e with the programmable device over a two way 

communicatloiis medium; 

backup at least a portion, of the software on the programmable device; 
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update software on the progr^mm^le device in accordance vnih^m update process; 

and 

test the operation of at least a portion of the updated software on the programmable 

device. 

16. (origiual) The product of daim 15 fbrther comprising computer software comprising 
instructions to cause the server to restore at least a portion of the backed up software on the 
programmable device based upon the testing. 

17. (original) The product of daim 16 wherein back up occurs on the programmable device. 

18. (original) The product of daim 16 wherein the backmg up occurs at the server. 

19. (original) The product of claim 1 5 wherein the communication is over the Internet. 

20. (previously presented) The product of daim 15 fijrther comprising instructions operable to 
cause a programmable processor to cause the server to signal the programmable device to shut 
down and restart ready to receive instructions from the local automatic upgrade process prior to 
tiie backing up step. 

21. (ori^nal) The product of claim 20 wherdn there is a user definable delay between the 
signalidg and the shutting down. 
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22. (previously presented) The product of claim 15 further comprising instructions to: send a 
signal to a user based upon a testing outcome. 

23. (previously presented) The method of daim 1 wherein the programmable device restarts 
running the updated software if the programmable device passes the testing. 

24. (previously presented) The system of daim 9 wherein the programmable device restarts 
naming the updated software if the programmable device passes the testing. 

25. (previously presented) The product of daim 15 wherein the programmable device restarts 
running the updated software if the programmable device passes the testing. 
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
